New Brunswick, N. J., Oct. 25.— 
{Special.]—-Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall 
saw the murder of her husband, the 
Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall, rector of 
the Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
and Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, the woman 
who had been given the love denied 
the minister’s wife. 

Mrs. Jane Gibson, eyewitness to the 
crime which startled the mation and 
which baffled the trained minds of 
noted sleuths for nearly six weeks, is 
authority for the staternent. 

Mrs. Gibson described the fearful 
battle which preceded the firing of the 
shots which broughtdeath to the min- 
ister and the choir singer at their 
trysting place beneath the crabapple 
tree on the Phillips farm tonight, in 
the first interview she has granted 
since her identity was revealed. 

Identifies Mrs. Hall. 

In her statement, which is now in 
the possession of the prosecuting au- 
thorities, Mrs. Gibson has sworn that 
she saw Mrs. Hall, that she has identi- 
fed Mrs. Hall as the woman she saw 
the night of Sept. 14, standing with a 
man in the fleld off De Russy’s lane. 

Mrs. Gibson fled from the spot on her

To the prosecutors the statement of 
Mre. Gibson means exactly what it 
says and no more. Mer uncorroborated 
iestimony, it is frankly admitted, would 
not justify an indictment of any one.

Trailed Thieves on Mule. '

She carried herself low on the mule’s 
back so that the man could not dis- 
cover that the mule had a rider and 
might think the animal had strayed 
away. In this manner Mrs. Gibson ex- 
pected to creep up on the thief and sur- 
prise him. 

‘When we neared the spot where the 
murder was committed,” Mrs. Gibson 
said, “ Jennie pricked up her ears. A 
terrific quarrel was going on and appar- 
ently the people engaged in it were so 
intent on what they were saying that 
they paid no attention to the mule, 

Might Have Prevented Crime. 

“Tf I hed only calleé out I might 
have prevented the murder,” she be- 
moaned. 

“O, I wish I had shrieked or made 
some sound, but it all came so suddenly 
and I was stunned. I could do nothing. 

“All four of the people were fight 
ing and arguing in loud tones. It did 
not all happen in a minute. When I 
was first attracted by the angry voices 
I thought some girl was being at- 
tacked, and I did not know what to 
do. 

‘Then came the shots—four of them 
—and Jennie was frightened and ran 
away. I was giad to get away and 
I did not want to think of it again. 
Sut I could not forget it and when I 
earned the following Sunday that the 
bodies had been found I knew what 
crime I had witnessed.” 

Mrs. Gibson refused to give the 
name of the man who committed the 
nurder, having been cautioned by the 
authorities to withhold such informa- 
‘ion until an arrest is made. 

Wilbur A. Mott, special assistant 
attorney general, declared tonight 
that he had “no opinion as to the im- 
minence of an arrest.” 

Prosecuter Is Doubtful. 

Referring to Mrs. Gibson's affidavit, 
in which she described the murder of 
Halli and Mrs. Mills, Mott eaid: 

“J don’t think that she could even 
recognize Dr. Hall at that secluded 
spot at the Phillips farm, where the 
bodies were found, so how could she 
recognize others alleged to have been 
present that night?”

Lake Forest shivered with the sus- 
pense of a town besieged yesterday 
when the news spread that four high 
power shells from a fieldpiece had 
crashed through the roof and walls of 
the residence of Francis C. Farwell. 

The suspense had not been entirely 
dissipated last night when it developed 
that the more the inhabitants investi- 


gated the source of the shells the| 


greater became the mystery. 

The shells were all of the same 
caliber. Each was four inches in 
length, an inch or so in diameter and 
steel] jacketed. Fortunately, none of the 
Farwell family was atgpome when the} 
projectiles burst into the house. Two 
servants have been living there, but 
they were out of doors at the time. 

More Shells in Ravine. 

The news of the “ bombardment” 
flew swiftly to the Cyrus McCormick 
estate, which is near by. In the ravine 
between the Farwell and McCormick 
places were found more of the mysteri- 
ous projectiles. Members of the fami- 
lies of Ambrose Cramer, A. M. Day 
and John V. Farwell, all owning resi- 
dances in the immediate neighborhood, 
were alarmed when the report was 
heard that shells had been fired into 
the Farwell home. 

One of.the shells came through the 
another through the wall of a 
bedroom and two more. entered 
through to the basement. Lake Forest 
policemen endeavored to discover, from/ 
the point of entrance, the direction 
from which they had been fired. 

Lieut. Chauncey Sampsell, aid to 
Gen. Van Horn Mosley, commandant 
at Fort Sheridan, was asked if there 
had been firing at the fort. He denied 
there bad been wun practice.

Already the policy of the 
statesmen of Europe is fast bringing 
the strongest nations to ruin and be- 
fore long the statesmen of the other 
nations, if permitted to do 86; “will 
bring their countries into. a atniar 
condition. 


Asks Change of Pelicy. 


“Tt is therefore of the greatest pos- 
sible moment that the business mea 
and peoples of all nations should seek 
to understand and to realize the dis- 
astrous consequences that must ensue 
from the present policies of those re- 
sponsible for national and interna- 
tional affairs and should insist upon 
such changes of policy that will avert 
the catastrophe towards which the ena- 
tire world is now moving, with ever 
increasing rapidity.” 

Sir George charged that the United 
States was contributing to the general 
economic chaos by its new tariff law 
and by refusing to accept payment for 
obligations in any medium except gold. 
Declaring that he was not criticizing 
the United States which, he said, had 
done during the war “and until recent- 
ly” everything the civilized nations 
could expect of her, he said.

POTENTIAL PROFIT IN OUR 
WAR LOANS. 


Former Senator George E. Chamberlain of Ore- 


gon, now a member of the United States shipping 


board, speaking before the City club in Washing- 
ton, renéws a practical idea for settlement, not can- 
cellation, of Great Britain's war debt to the United 
States. It should be an excellent antidote to Euro- 

-pean propaganda for cancellation of the war debts 
to this country. 

“Off the coast of America,” he says, “ Britain 
holds a strategic group of islands which were a 
defense to America when it was a British colony, 
but which today are a menace to America.” That 
potential menace is very clear to the Panama Canal 

Zone. The canal is growing daily in commercial 
importance and strength. It is decreasing by ex- 
actly the same ratio in defensive strength. The 
more if fs used for the passage of American ships 
the greater ifs Yalue to this country and the great- 
er the nee@ that it shall be kept open in axy emer- 
gency. ‘The more it is used for the passage of for- 
eign ships the more direct is the interest of foreign | 
countries in maintaining their influerice upon it. 
' Great Béfitain’ owns West Indian and other 
islands off the American coast which are a logical } 
base of suth influence. Appreciation of their tm- 
portanee in ‘America is revealed by our purchase 
of the tiny ‘Yirgin islands at a. cost of $25,000,000. 
It would unquestionably be to our advantage, and 
indirectly to thé advantage of the world through 
assuranée of operation of the canal in any emer- 
gency, if we controlled all the islands on the route 
Lo the canal,’ | 
The Pacific entrance is closely guarded by three 
islands ‘bel to the republic of Panama. We 
need them 6 : defense of the canal, but, of course, 
cannot obtain them unless Panama desires to sell 
them to us. ‘The eastern islands, while a greater 
distance from the canal, are as important. Those 
which aré owned by Great Britain are no great eco- 
nomic asset to the empire. They are no great 
naval asset except potentially against the canal. 
They wonld be a tremendous defensive asset to the 
United States, | ; 

If our government had displayed the same busi- 
ness acumen ‘which was displayed by every other 
country entering the war on the side of the allies 
we would control those islands today. But we did 
not, and do not. Still, we have an economic weapon 
in the form of war debts. It ‘would be profitable to 
all concerned if Britain would make a deal for set- 
tlement of these debts, in part at least, through 
transfer of these islands.

A NEGLECTED CAMPAIGN

Proposals 
for improvement or ‘replacement with a modern 
structure have been made repeatedly, but never 
in such form as to bring constructive action, It is 
high time that were changed. ae 

The greatest evil, we believe, is overcrowding. 
A direct result of that overcrowding is the indis- 
criminate mixing of persons awaiting trial, boys 
and first offenders with hardened criminals. The 
result is a school for crime. 


Mr. Butler and prisoner reformers who have 

preceded him in discussion of this situation take 
the position that the jail should be built and 
equipped to reform criminals rather than to punish 
them. #We are somewhat skeptical of that idea, 
though we do not profess to be authorities on the 
subject. It appears to ws that @ man who has 
committed a crime is, to that extent, a loss to 
society and a burden to the community. There is 
room for grave doubt as to whether the honest 
man who imposes,no such burden should be taxed 
to carry the criminal or taxed merely to be safe 
guarded from criminal activities. 
But there is little doubt that the honest tax- 
payer should not be taxed to support in vicious 
idleness convicted criminals who occupy their time 
instructing others in crime. It is necessary to.have 
a jail near the criminal’courts to house prisoners. 
awaiting trial. The old jail, if uncrowded, could 
be used for that. It could be so used if: another 
jail were constructed on cheaper ground, on the 
outskirts of the city, to house offenders serving 
cut their sentences, . *. 


That is merely a general suggestion. We should 
bave a definite program for this important improve- 
ment to which incoming county officers would be 
definitely committed. moog

Chicago, Oct. 25.—{Editor of The Chi- 
cago Tribune.)—I think itds a dangerous 
policy to mix feelings with business. The 
feeling of angry resentment against the 
unjust discrimination exercised against 
Cook county by the rural members of the 
constitutional convention may result in 
our making a mistake at the ele¢tion of 


gret. 

There will not be another chance for reé- 
lief from the present burdensome instru- 
ment till this generation is dead and 
long comfortably buried.

Difficult Matter.

Article No. 8. 


‘Reorganization of the judiciary has 
been a recognized need in Illinois for | 


years. The technique of the criminal 
class has developed far more rapidly 
than has that of the courts. Crime is 
better organized than justice, ‘The 
easiest thing the police force does is 
to apprehend the burglar, robber or 
murderer, but the hardest thing it is up 
against is to keep him behind the bars 

The proposed new constitution, 
which goes to the voters Dec. 12; re- 
models the court system from top to 
bottom. If one is willing, to concede 
that a voter in Cook county should be 
the equal of one one-third a_ voter 
downstate, in the legislature and on 
the supreme bench, the new draft in its 
judiciary provisions holds out a great 
advance, 

Radical Changes Made. 

To begin with, certain radical 
changes are made fh the hill of rights. 

ction 7 makes the allowance of bail 
discretionary in cases other than mis- 
demeanors. A murderer or a burglar 
or a footpad may be kept in jail with- 
out. being let out on bail pending trial.

may be waived except in capital cases. | 
This permits a defendant in any crim- 


jury and to submit his case for trial | 
by the judge alone. Under present 
practice, although a defendant in a 
felony case should plead guilty and 
thus allow the judge to impose sen- 
tence, he still] could not be tried with- 
out a jury. Owing to this inability of 
a defendant in a felony case to waive 
jury trial, it is quite common for a 
state’s attorney to waive the felony 
and let the case be tried by the judge 
minus a jury, with the result that the 
defendant can be convicted only of a 
misdemeanor. 


Would Expedite Trials. 

These various changes in the bill of 
rights alone, in the opinion of legal 
authorities, will greatly expedite prose- 
cution ef criminal cases without result- 
ing in m rriage of justice. They 
will tend to speed up action in the 
courts—the law’s delays and the slow- 
ness with which the mdehinery now 
operates constitute one reason for the 
ease with which criminals escape the 
net of the law.

These are both clauses of the Dilling- 
ham bill, an act to limit immigration 
of aliens into the United States, which 
was aproved May 19, 1921, and which 
went into effect for the fiscal year he- 
ginning June 30, 1921. It was later 
extended for two years, ending June 
30, 1924, .

The act designates that “the num- 
ber of aliens of any nationality who 
may be admitted under the immigra- 
tion laws to the United States in any 
fiscal year shall be limited to 3 per 


the United States eile unar by 
the United States of 1910.” 
But, the bill qualifies, “for the pur- 
poses of this act, nationality shall be 
determined by country of birth.” It 
further states that “the number of 
‘aliens of any nationality who may be 
, admitted in any month shall not ex- 
ceed 20 per centum of the total num- 
ber of a:iens of such nationality who 
are admissible in that fiscal year.
